4. The Board will keep in view the following objectives of 
the Government in respect of handicrafts : 

(i) To develop handicrafts keeping the socio-economic 
cultural and artistic perspective in view;

(ii) to make of handicrafts an effective instrument of 
reducing unemployment and under-employment; 

(iii) to make of handicrafts an effective instrument of in¬ 
creasing the incomes of whole time and part-time 
producers; 

(iv) to improve craftsmanship, artisanship and rural house¬ 
hold innovativeness in this regard while remaining 
based on the foundations of cultural heritage; and 

(v) to promote eonomic independence and social status 
and individual dignity of craftsmen. 

5. The functions of tho Board will be generally to advice 
Government on policies necessary in respect of handicrafts in 
the light of the objectives, and in particular:— 

(a) to study the human, socio-economic, technical, financial, 
organisational, cultural and artistic aspects of handi¬ 
crafts in the country and in the light thereof recommend 
policies for development; 

(b) to advise Government on priorities; 

(c) to advise on measures for expansion and development 
of internal and foreign markets for handicraft products; 

(d) to advise on measures for effective coordination of the 
developmental efforts among the various State Go- 
vemments/Union Territories; 

(e) to recommend any other measures necessary for the 
development of handicrafts such as technological 
improvement, quality control, design development, 
product development, research, training and extension, 
publicity, organisation of museums, cooperatives and 
other institutions, organisation and flow of credit, 
supply of raw materials and improvement of housing 
and other aspects of the living and working environment 
and the quality of life of artisans, and 

(f) Review the progress of development from time to 
time. 

6. The Office of the Development Commissioner for Handi¬ 
crafts will among its other responsibilities formulate and imple¬ 
ment the central schemes and other related matters and maxi¬ 
mize the coverage and effectiveness of the development of handi¬ 
crafts by fully associating the set up in the States and the Union 
Territories. 

7. The All India Handicrafts Board may appoint with the 
prior approval of the Government, Committees and sub¬ 
committees and panels of experts to deal with special problems 
or group of problems in regard to development of handicrafts 
etc. 

8. The Board shall meet at least once in every 4 months in 
a year. 

9. A senior officer of the Headquarters office of the Deve¬ 
lopment Commissioner for Handicrafts will be appointed by the 
Central Government to function as the Secretary of the Board, 
in addition to his normal duties.
